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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1,3, 13, 77-86 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) as being anticipated 
by Opalka etal U.S. Patent Number 6,259,699. 

Re Claims 1, 3, 13, 77, 83, fig. 14 teaches Header lookup & forwarding engine 14 
(a route table, QoS table); fig. 12 teaches plurality of PHY (a plurality of output queues) 
wherein the 14 (output control section; a processor unit) performs read control of the 
packet per VC queue so as to achieve a quality set for each queue, wherein the 
destination of the incoming packet is determined by looking of route table in the header 
information (a predetermined type of information), QoS in the Qos Table and later 
stored in the buffer 12 (an output queue) (See col. 14, lines 4-39). 

Re Claims 78-82, 84-86, refer to Claim 77, wherein the lookup table includes 
header information (See col. 15, lines 12-33). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 4-1 1 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. Claims 1 2, 1 4-26 are allowed.

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1, 3, 13, and 77-86 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
